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posed  they  should  be  preserred  ia  the  members  of  the  present 
corporations^  which  would  probably  be  for  their  lives.  In 
like  manner,  the  powers  to  cleanse,  pave,  and  light  towns 
were  to  be  left  to  the  trustees  under  the  local  acts.  The 
present  functionaries  were  allowed  to  mortgage  the  corporate 
property  to  pay  off  all  debts  contracted  before  the  nassing  of 
this  act,  thus  enabling  them  to  part  with  the  whole  of  tliat 
property.  In  the  same  manner,  town-clerks,  clerks  of  mar¬ 
kets,  weigh-masters,  bailiflfs,  treasurers,  chwberlains,  &c., 
would  be  preserved.  The  object  of  this  large  class  of  amend¬ 
ments  was,  by  preserving  all  persons  who  had  been  appointed 
to  these  offices  through  abuses,  to  preserve  the  abuses.  In 
short,  this  class  of  amendments  was  devised  with  the  sole 
view  of  preserving  as  much  power  as  possible  ia  the  present 
members  of  the  corporations,  and  to  give  as  little  power  as 
p^ible  to  the  new  corporations.  To  tne  whole  of  this  class 
nis  lordship  recommended  the  House  to  refuse  its  asscnt.>- 
2.  The  amendments  giving  corporations  to  a  comparatively 
small  number  of  cities  and  towns.  These  it  vras  not  his 
Intention  to  oppose. — 3.  The  amendments  relating  to  the 
boundaries  of  boroughs.  He  admitted  that  these  might, 
under  certain  circumstances,  be  convenient ;  but  as  the  House 
could  only  discuss  them  in  one  stage,  he  intended  to  add  a 
provision,  giving  the  lord-lieutenant  in  council  the  power  to 
alter  or  enlarge  them. — 4.  The  amendments  respecting  she¬ 
riffs.  Here  his  lordship  proposed  that  the  clause  inserted  by 
tlte  Commons  should  be  restored.  5.  The  amendments 
applicable  to  the  franchise  or  qualification.  For  these  he 
meant  to  substitute  other  clauses,  providing  that  one-fourth 
of  the  sum  at  which  a  house  was  rated  to  tne  poor  should  be 
taken  in  lieu  of  repairs,  insurance,  rates,  and  taxes,  and  if 
that  sum,  added  to  the  amount  at  which  the  house  was  rated 
made  lOL,  that  then  the  tenant  should  be  entitled  to  vote  for 
municipal  officers ;  a  house  rated  at  8L  per  annum  would  tlius 
confer  the  franchise.** 

Some  of  the  amendments  have  already  been  nega¬ 
tived,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  others,  which  Lord 
John  Russell  has  stated  his  resolution  to  resist,  will 
share  the  same  fate  ;  but  what  effect  will  this  pros¬ 
pect  have  on  the  Lords,  encouraged  as  they  have 
been  by  recent  concessions,  afler  a  show  of  the  most 
inflexible  resolution  ?  Will  they  not  argue  that  they 
have  only  to  hold  out  obstinately,  and  that  the 
Commons  will  give  way  on  the  Ckirpqration  question 
as  they  have  given  way  on  the  Appropriation  Princi-  j 
pie,  on  the  express  ground  that,  as  the  Lords  would 
not  yield  after  a  three  years*  struggle,  they,  the  Com- 1 
mons,  must  moke  a  surrender,  rather  than  protract  a  ^ 
conflict  between  the  two  bnnchcaof  the  Lugislature. 
The  principle  of  concession  which  has  been  acted 
upon  amounts  to  the  evil  encouragement  summed 
up  in  the  old  saving,  **  a  wilful  man  must  have 
his  way  ;**  and  it  comes  to  this,  that,  provided 
a  factious  opposition  in  the  irresponsible  branch 
of  the  Legislature  be  inflexibly  maintained  for  no 
very  long  space  of  time,  the  representatives  of  the 
people  must  succumb  to  it.  Judging  from  recent 
experience,  the  Lords  may  not  unreasonably  infer 
that  the  lesson  of  the  sybil's  books  is  reversed  in 
their  case,  and  that,  by  obstinate  denial  of  popular 
demands,  they  may  compel  concession  after  conces¬ 
sion  till  nothing  beyond  what  is  utterly  insigiiiflcant 
remains  to  be  claimed  and  granted. 


death  was  ordered  without  a  trial,  and  without  the  regular 
■entence  of  the  law  to  saoctioo  it.  This,  however,  waa 
t^ing  upon  the  vulgar  error  that  a  mb  who  returned  before

“  But  the  necesMtutf  of  the  case  are  arbitrary :  and  they 
have  made  the  authority  with  which  the  Imi^ial  Parliament 
invest^  him  (Lord  Durham)  arbitrary  in  its  very  essence 
and  origin.  By  taking  the  case  of  the  pr^onera  and  ab¬ 
sconded  rebels  into  his  own  hands,  and  setting  aside  so  fiir 
as  they  are  concerned  the  ordinary  tribunals.  Lord  Ouchnm

the  sham  municipal  reform  for 

IRELAND. 

We  have  heard  a  story  of  an  Irishman  who,  being 
heartily  weary  of  a  foundered  hack,  determined  to 
•ell  him  at  a  fair,  and  to  buy  a  serviceable  horse 
with  the  addition  of  a  few  pounds  to  the  money  he 
should  get  for  the  bad  one.  He  soon  met  with  a 
purchaser,  who  agreed  to  give  the  fair  dogs*-meat 
price  ibr  the  beast,  and  who  undertook  in  an  hour*8 
time  to  furnish  Pat  with  the  sort  of  steed  he  needed, 
for  which  be  was  to  pay  some  score  of  pounds  more 
than  the  sum  he  had  received  for  his  old  jade. 

At  the  fixed  time  the  horse,  a  very  showy  animal, 
was  produced,  approved,  and  purchased  on  the  terms 
asked,  and  Patrick  mounted  and  set  off  on  his  road 
home,  not  a  little  proud  of  his  purchase,  and  on 
first  starting  not  displeased  at  a  stately  deliberate¬ 
ness  of  movement,  which  gave  the  folks  time  to  ad¬ 
mire' his  new  |>o8session.  As  the  day,  however, 
wore  away,  without  much  advance  on  the  road, 
Patrick  b^an  to  wonder  at  the  remarkable  likeness 
m  gait,  aturoble,  temper,  and  all  liad  qualities,  be¬ 
tween  the  new  beast  and  the  old  one,  and  shortly 
after,  the  fall  of  a  shower  of  rain  washing  away  cer¬ 
tain  cosmetics,  and  displaying  deformities  to  which  his 
e^e  was  too  well  accustomed,  he  made  the  painful 
discovery  that  he  had  given  twenty  pounds  for 
the  repossession  of  his  worthless  and  vicious  old 
plague. 

Such  is  the  sort  of  trick  which  Lord  Lyndhurst 
would  plav  on  the  people  of  Ireland  in  the  Corpo- 
ratiooB  BUI  as  amended  in  the  House  of  Peers.  For 
the  jMice  of  the  Appropriation  Principle  Patrick 
was  to  be  mounted  on  a  new  municipal  establish¬ 
ment,  but  it  is  to  be  the  old  one  in  disguise,  with 
aU  the  faults  and  vices  which  have  so  long  been  the 
plague  of  his  life. 

There  is  reiUly  some  impudent  pleasantry  in  this 
attempt.  We  nave  often  thought  that  the  facetiae 
of  legislation  would  make  a  very  amusing  volume, 
and  the  project  of  this  truly  Irish  Municipal  Re¬ 
form  would  be  well  worthy  of  a  place  in  it.  The 
plan  of  it  is,  shortly,  on  condition  of  preserving  all 
the  abuses  of  the  old  system,  to  let  the  improved  cor¬ 
porations  be  establish^,  taking  care  that  they  shall 
have  nothing  to  do.  Under  these  circumstances  the 
towns,  we  conceive,  would  feel,  for  all  practical  pur¬ 
poses,  marvellously  like  our  aforesaid  friend  Patrick 
^seated  on  his  epitome  of  all  equestrian  faults  and 
vices. 

The  local  self-government  which  Lord  Lyndhurst 
would  in  his  li^rality  permit,  is  like  Figaro*^  de¬ 
finition  of  thelilierty  of  the  press— a  perfect  freedom 
to  publish  Mything,  with  the  exception  of  all  sub¬ 
jects  pertaining  to  politics,  manners,  religion,  the 
biuinets  or  pleasures  of  men,  or  any  matter  that 
nught  be  offensive  to  any  one ;  and  so  in  the  pro- 
poied  corporations,  os  reformed  by  the  Lords,  tnere 
*•  to  be  local  self-government  with  a  complete  ex- 
c^on  of  all  the  provinces  and  offices  of  local 
■jlfi^overnment,  and  moreover  with  the  exclusion 
the  people  fi^m  the  choice  of  the  council,  which

In  an  undertaking  of  this  nature,  extraordinary 
courses  in  extraordinary  circumstances  must  be 
judged  of  by  the  results,  and  the  Ordinances  have 
been  so  far  successful  as  to  have  been  better  re¬ 
ceived  than  could  have  been  supposed  possible  by 
the  people  of  all  parties. 

PORTRAIT  OF  A  PERFECT  PARSON. 

“  A  man  he  was  to  all  the  country  dear, 

And  passing  rich  ■■.* 

We  perceive  in  the  Irish  journals  an  account  of 
what  is  termed  an  attempt  to  assassinate  the  noto¬ 
rious  Rev.  Marcus  Beresford.  The  Evening  Mail 
describes  it  as  “a  diabolical  attack  upon  the  life  of 
a  Protestant  clergyman,”  and  we  only  wonder  our 
eotemporary  has  not  charged  the  deed  to  the  express 
instigation  of  the  Marquis  of  Normanby.  The 
Zeeman's  Journal^  on  tne  other  hand,  informs  us 
**  that  the  current  belief  among  the  reverend  gen- 
**  tlcman*8  neighbours  is  that  his  assailants  were 
“  Orangemen,  and  they  only  made  the  attempt  with 
“  blank  cartridge  for  the  purpose  of  answering  the 
*•  purposes  of  their  masters.”  We  must  say  there  is 
a  good  deal  of  verisimilitude  in  this  explanation  of 
the  Liberal  organ.  Everybody  knows  that  the  Irish 
peasantry  arc  much  more  addicted  to  proctor- 
shooting  than  parson-shooting  ;  they  seldom  aim  at 
such  high  marks  as  pluralists  and  Beresfords  ;  and, 
moreover,  instances  are  not  wanting  in  Ireland 
where  Orangemen  have  played  off  similar  wicked 
tricks  to  those  now  imputed  to  them,  with  the 
infamous  desiCT  of  criminating  and  destroying  their 
Catholic  neighbours. 

But  we  notice  the  matter  at  present  only  with 
the  view  of  presenting  our  readers,  who  have 
already  heard  a  great  deal  more  than  is  creditable  of 
the  Rev.  Marcus  Beresford,  with  the  luminous  side 
of  that  gentleman*8  character,  as  we  find  it  por¬ 
trayed  by  the  Orange  newspaper  to  which  we  have 
already  alluded. 

The  Evening  Mail  commences  its  panegyric  by 
stating—**  The  subject  of  this  diabolical  attack  is  a 
^  gentleman  of  as  high  character  and  noble  bearing 
**  as  any  in  the  land.” 

All  the  scions  of  the  house  of  Beresford  bear 
themselves  nobly  :  it  is  the  peculiarity  of  their 
blood.  Mr  William  Beresford  bore  himself  nobly 
at  Inniscarra,  where  one  of  his  Popish  parishioners 
fell  by  a'  gun-shot  wound,  inflicted  by  swan-drops 
cast  expressly  by  his  own  pastoral  hands.  The 
Marquis  of  Waterford  bears  himself  nobly  every 
day  he  lives,  and  in  every  quarter  of  the  world  he 
visits,  whether  encountering  the  morning-stars  of  the 
Danish  watchmen,  breaking  prison-doors  at  Melton 
Mowbray,  or  careering  in  his  cabriolet  along  the 
flag-way  of  Piccadilly. 

As  to  the  noble  bearing  of  the  Rev.  Marcus 
Beresford,  we  have  only  to  remind  anybody  who 
may  be  disfiosed  to  question  it,  of  the  famous  **  One- 
pound  Two  ”  case  in  which  he  shone  with  so  nnich 
lustre  two  or  three  years  since.  Mr  Lyons,  the 
curate,  could  tell  how  nobly  his  rector  bore  himself 
upon  that  occasion.  Indeed,  so  noble  was  his  con¬ 
duct  that,  like  the  heroes  of  old,  he  took  a  title 
from  his  achievements,  having  been  styled  ever  since 
Mr  Con-acre  Beresford,  and  having  had  the  further 
glory  of  being' celebrated  in  immortal  verse  by  the 
harp  of  Mr  Moore. 

But  we  must  give  the  portrait  of  this  noblest  of 
the  **  noble  army  of  martyrs  ”  at  full-length  : —

the  Rev.  Mard^  Bereaford, — ooa  vore  tolerant  and  cka~ 
rttmhU  to  theca  who  differ  with  him  in  faith,— one  more  be¬ 
loved  by  those  amongst  whom  h  is  his  daty  to  raiaister. 
Amiable,  accomplished  and  eloguent,  he  commands  the  re- 
gmds  of  all  who  have  the  happiness  of  his  arqeeintanoe,  and 
such  is  the  respect  b  which  ne  has  hoea  held,  that  the  only 
wemder  it  where  an  enemy  to  kit  good  nanu  or  to  kit  Ujt 
etmld  have  koenjtmnd.'* 

This  u  all  excellent.  What  a  pretty  pedigree 
have  we  here  for  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  oi  pwe  I 
**  An  illustrious  line  of  aocestora  dbnnguished  in  Ike 
JiMT*  We  are  given  to  understand,  too,  that  Mr 
Marcna  Beresford  would  have  been  **  distinguished 
in  the  field,”  as  well  at  his  fathers,  bad  he  cImscb  a 
red  coat  instead  of  a  black  one.  **  Hia  talewte,” 
says  the  Ewttting  Mmi^  **  would  have  plaeed  him 
bi^  in  the  ram  of  any  proCnsioB.”  Ik  nuiit  be 
adaitf^,  however,  that,  if  Mr  BanMfni!  did  not 
aelect  the  military  proAnaioa,  he  pitcifed  upon  one 
very  cloMiy  rdated  lo  H — tlrat  of  at  Irish  Parson. 
Conowda^  tooMfh,  OM  it  Marifs  beadibes  beara 
the  jpgrtial  namt  of  Drum.  Ho  ^hargos  the 
luBgtfep  of  a  dtURXtkk  bimadf  i  wo  have  bo  doubt 


the  parish  of  Drum  is  beaten  to  the  tune  of  some 
1,000/.  or  1,5(K)/.  a  year. 

**  There  is  not  in  the  Church  a  more  working  cler¬ 
gyman.”  We  are  perfectly  sure  of  it  j  works,  how¬ 
ever,  are  of  two  kinds.  There  are  the  works  of 
Christian  ministers  and  there  are  the  works  of  Irish 
parsons.  The  moral  difference  between  them  is  as 
wide  as  the  gulf  between  Lazarus  and  Dives.  For 
our  part,  we  wish  the  Irish  parsons  would  work  less 
than  they  do.  Works  of  darkness  and  works  of 
mischief  form  far  the  main  part  of  their  labours. 
Their  work  in  the  vineyard  consists  in  eating  the 
grapes,  and  their  toils  in  the  fold  in  devouring  the 
mutton. 

**  Tolerant  and  charitable !  I  ”  Charitable  to  his 
curates  and  tolerant  to  his  Catholic  countrymen. 
This  Mr  Beresford  is  the  gentleman  who  some  years 
since,  at  a  public  meeting  in  Dublin,  deliberately  cal¬ 
led  upon  the  landlords  of  Ireland  **  to  extirminate 
the  bloody  Popish  rebels,”  a  call  which  has  been  so 
fearfully  responded  to  by  the  Bandons  and  Lortons, 
and  many  other  Orange  proprietors  in  that  country. 
To  this  speech  the  Evening  Mail,  we  presume, 
alludes,  in  adding  the  epithet  **  eloquent  ”  to  the 
long  list  of  this  reverend  gentleman’s  commendations. 
The  gospel,  according,  to  this  Irish  St  Mark,  has 
been  the  message  of  extirmination  and  famine  to 
many  thousands.  It  ought  not  to  be  forgotten  that 
the  first  public  invitation  to  the  cruel  measures 
which  so  many  unfeeling  landlords  have  been  pur¬ 
suing  for  some  years  back  towards  their  Catholic 
tenantries,  came  from  the  lips  of  a  clergyman  of  the 
Established  Church, — the  “amiable,  accomplished, 
eloquent.”  nay,  the  “  tolerant  and  charitable,”  Rev. 
Marcus  Beresford,  rector  of  Drum. 


LAW  FOR  THE  RICH. 

The  Marquis  of  Waterford  and  his  companions 
in  the  Melton  outrages  have  been  acquitted  of  the 
charge  of  rioting,  and  convicted  only  of  a  common 
assault,  for  which  the  Judge  has  sentenced  them  to 
fines  of  100/. 

These  worthies  hare  been  fortunate  indeed  both 
in  the  Special  Jury  and  the  Judge  (Chief  Justice 
Tindal)  who  tried  them.  The  Jury  were  of  opinion 
that  a  general  attack  on  the  constables  of  the  town, 
followed  with  wanton  assaults  on  persons,  and 
damage  to  property,  and  crowned  with  the  outrage 
of  knocking  down  the  gaoler,  forcing  from  him  tfce 
key  of  the  prison,  and  liberating  a  prisoner,  did  not 
amount  to  riot !  Poor  ruffians  may  suppose  from 
this  decision  that,  without  any  of  the  preceding 
offences,  if  the}'  think  one  of  their  companions 
wrongfully  imprisoned,  and  proceed  to  force  the 
gaol  to  liberate  him,  it  is  not  riot,  but  a  common 
assault ;  but  on  their  trial  they  would  soon  learn  the 
peculiar  privileges  of  the  aristocracy,  and  that  what 
are  high  crimes  in  the  poor  are  but  what  Mr 
Ooulburn  calls  the  sowing  of  wild  oats  in  the  rich. 
And  here  we  should  like  to  know  whether,  when 
the  constable  was  knocked  down,  brutally  kicked, 
and  daubed  with  paint,  it  occurred  to  him  that  he 
was  but  serving  the  purpose  of  a  soil  for  aristocratic 
wild  oats,  and  had  no  reason  whatever  to  complain, 
even  if  it  had  cost  him  his  life?  The  man  sleeping 
in  a  caravan  would  probably  have  been  killed  had  the 
Marquis  and  his  friends  succeeded  in  overturning 
it ;  hut  what  of  his  death  if  caused  in  the  sowing  of 
aristocratic  wild  oats  ? 

The  Judge,  in  his  summing  up,  and  in  passing  sen¬ 
tence,  .did  not  think  proper  to  utter  one  syllable  of 
rebuke  of  the  peculiar  method  of  sowing  wild  oats 
adopted  by  the  defendants,  and  the  fine  he  imposed, 
of  100/.  on  each  of  them,  is  about  equivalent  in  effect 
to  a  fine  of  sixpence  on  a  day  labourer  guilty  of 
similar  youthful  pleasantries  ;  but  the  sowing  of 
wild  oats  is  not  permitted  to  poor  ruffians,  and  had 
men  in  working  jackets  indulged  in  the  same  frolics, 
as  we  see  them  termed,  they  would  have  been  sent 
to  the  tread-inill  for  six  months,  to  Correct  their 
improper  notions  of  pleasantry. 

Hut  there  is  no  danger  of  any  such  comparison  in 
practice,  for  our  populace,  which  has  long  given  up 
the  joke  of  tarring  and  feathering  people  obnoxious 
to  them,  have  the  start  of  those  ornaments  of  the 
higher  classes,  whoso  humour  is  signalized  by  smear¬ 
ing  folks  with  red  paint,  the  aristocratic  substitute 
for  t  ir  and  feathers.  The  example  of  the  impunity 
of  prison-breaking  may,  however,  be  more  dangerous 
tl  an  that  of  the  red  painting. 

Government  has  done  its  duty  in  causing  the  pro¬ 
secution  of  the  parties  concerned  in  the  Melton  out¬ 
rages,  and  it  is  not  to  blame  for  the  miscarriage  of 
justice,  but  something  still  remains  in  its  power  for 
the  purpose  of  example,  and  that  is  the  removal  of 
the  convicted  defendants  from  the  Commission  of 
the  Peace.

The  subjoined  truly  beautiful  letter  was  addressed 
to  Mr  Spring  Rice,  upon  the  announcement  of  the 
inquiry  into  the  grounds  of  the  grants  of  pensions. 
We  have  seldom  read  anything  more  touching, 
and  there  is  throughout  the  dignity  of  sentiment, 
which  may  be  maintained  as  becomingly  in  the  hum¬ 
blest  as  in  the  most  exalted  condition  : —

^  Sir— Living,  on  account  of  the  smalluess  of  my  income, 
in  the  most  retii^  manner  at  the  above  place,  I  nave  no¬ 
thing  to  offer  in  justification  of  tlie  liberty  I  take  in  address- 
ing  you  but  the  inf  >rmation  I  liave  received,  through  the  me¬ 
dium  of  tlie  newsfKipers,  that  all  that  despised  and  degraded 
class  called  pensioners  are  desired  to  send  to  you,  sir,  as 
Chancellor  oi  the  Exchequer,  an  account  of  tlieir  several 
claims  to  the  pensions  they  have  hitherto  received.  Taking 
it  then  for  granted  tiiat  I  am  rightly  informed,  I  beg  your 
patience  to  tlie  enforcctl  recital.  My  father,  the  Hon.  Gene¬ 
ral  Lucius  Ferdinand  Carey,  commanded  at  the  taking  of 
the  Island  of  St  Lucia  from  the  French,  in  the  year  1/80, 
and  died  of  his  wounds  on  the  day  of  its  capture. 

“  I  mu.st  not,  however,  suffer  this  melancholy  enumera¬ 
tion  to  make  me  forget  that  which  1  must  ever  remember 
with  gratitude,  viz.,  that  this  pension,  which  in  tliese  dear 
tiroes  furnishes  me  wiUt  little  more  than  daily  bread,  and 
obliges  me,  to  obtain  that,  to  live  in  banishment,  was  yet  the 
means  of  procuring  me  that  religious  and  solid  education 
adapted  to  my  fortunes,  which  has  enabled  me  to  bear  up 
against  all  tlie  sorrows  of  them.  1  have,  indeed,  enjoyed  it 
long,  ()erhap8  the  gentlemen  of  the  committee  will  think  too 
long ;  but  that  has  been  the  will  of  God,  and  not  my  fault ; 
anditistrue  that^  as  it  is  my  only  resource,  I  should  be 
glad  to  retain  it,  if  I  can  be  allowed  so  to  do  with  honour 
and  without  reproach,  and  to  receive  it  witli  that  dignified 
tliankfulness  with  which  tlie  daughter  of  a  usefully  brave 
British  officer  may  accept  a  national  testimony  of  her  fatlier’s 
deserts ;  but  if  this  cannot  be,  and  his  services  are  consi¬ 
dered  as  having  been  lung  remunerated,  why  then,  sir,  1  can 
cheerfully  resign  that  which  I  shall  hope  may  lessen  the  dis¬ 
tress  of  some  younger  and  weaker  child  01  affliction ;  and 
being,  by  God  s  blessing,  able,  both  in  body  and  mind,  to 
seek  my  own  subsistence  in  the  education  of  the  children 
of  some  more  fortunate  family,  as  I  was  obliged  to  do  in 
Mr  Pitt’s  time,  when  the  pensions  were  at  times  four,  five, 
or  six  quarters  in  arrears,  1  may,  perhap.H,  find  an  answer  to 
tlie  quarterly  question  of  my  mind,  whether  such  wages  as 
I  should  tlien  receive  for  my  honest  service  were  not  more 
honourable  tlian  the  dq^ding  reception  of  a  pension  so 
grudgingly  bestowed.  Leaving  this  weighty  matter,  under 
your  sanction,  in  the  hands  and  choice  01  the  gentlemen  of 
the  committee,  1  b^  leave  to  subscribe  myself',

be  established,  if  necessary,  at  the  same  cost,  and 
the  remuneration  so  increased  as  to  procure  the  ser- 
-iics  ’of  a  better  qualified  order  of  men  than  are 
usually  tempted  to  become  candidate  for  the  stipen¬ 
diary  bench.  Another  point  for  which  we  have  long 
contended,  is  the  justice  of  authorising  Magistrates 
to  mitigate  fines  to  the  lowest  coin,  if  requisite,  to 
DToportion  them  to  the  means  of  the  offenders,  ac- 
^dantly  with  the  humane  principle  in  the  Bill  of 
Rights,  that  none  shall  be  amerced  beyond  their 
means.  _ 


— Lord  Chatham,  hated  by  the  oligarchy  ami  hate¬ 
ful  to  the  sovereign,  yet  forced  himself,  with  erect 
head  and  undaunted  heart,  into  the  public  councils, 
by  the  mere  dint  of  unerring  appeal  to  the  great 
and  despised  middle  classes  of  his  countrymen,  and 
because  he  had  dared  to  put  faith  in  the  honour  and 
good  sense  of  the  common  people.  Let  this  be  his 
noblest  excuse  for  whatever  minor  errors  he  may 
have  committed — or  if  more  excuse  is  needed,  let 
not  his  bodily  sufferings,  severe  and  seldom  ceasing, 
be  forgotten  ;  nor  the  deeper  mi.serics  of  his  last 
years  ;  nor,  above  all,  that  grand  and  glorious  blaze 
of  patriotic  light,  in  the  midst  of  which,  it  may  ho 
truly  said,  his  spirit  was  carried  up  into  its  native 
heaven. 

In  so  short  a  notice  as  this  of  so  great  a  man,  ft 
would  be  unbecoming  even  to  glance  at  those  errors. 
We  may  simply  say  that  he  seems,  in  the  whirl  of 


in  acquiescing  in  the  patched  up  treaty  with  efiani 
— that  he  manifested  an  extraordinary  change  of 
opinion  respecting  subsidies — and  scarcely  treated 
the  Duke  of  Newcastle  as  such  a  poor  intriguer 
deserved. 

Some  of  these  points  have  curious  illustration  iit 
this  volume,  which  covers  a  period  of  eighteen 
years,  from  1741  to  1759.  Previous  to  1741,  when 
Pitt  was  in  his  thirty-third  year,  there  are,  we 
regret  to  say,  no  memorials  of  him,  and  even  of 
that  period,  but  few.  The  first  letter  is  addressed 
to  the  Earl  of  Chesterfield,  and  contains  some  aU 
lusions  worth  quoting— 

^  I  wish  his  Imperial  Majesty  a  good  nap :  it  it  very  it 
children  should  sleep,  and  1  only  with,  in  this  great  criaia, 
every  man  in  England  may  awake.  I  hope  my  leUer  of  tlui 
36th  of  July  came  to  your  hands :  where  th’is  will  find  your 
Lordship,  I  do  not  know ;  that  it  may  find  you  well  ia  all  1 
have  to  wiah.  France,  by  her  infioanoe  and  her  arms, 
means,  to  be  sure,  to  undo  England  and  all  Europe :  by  her 
air  and  climate  she  may  do  the  reverse,  if  they  coufirm  th>^) 
health  of  the  only  man  who  can  save  us.** 

The  strain  of  politeness  here  is  worthy  of  tho 
noble  Earl  himself,  and  scarcely  so  characteristic 
of  Pitt  as  the  felicitous  mention  of  the  Foreign 
Potentate.  We  should  not,  however,  lose  sight  c  f 
the  overstrained  epistolary  courtesies  which  were 
the  habit  of  the  age,  and  we  shall  then  find  Lo^ 
Chatham  to  have  been  upon  the  whole  singularly 
free  even  from  such  ordinary  compromises  of  siu- 
cerity. 

In  a  letter  of  advice  to  a  Cambridge  student — his 
nephew,  Thomas  Pitt,  afterwards  Lord  Camelford — 
he  defines  politeness  after  the  suggestions  of  his 
own  fine  nature,  better  than  Chesterfield  de¬ 
fined  it—

This  work  is  given  to  the  public  by  Mr  Taylor 
and  Mr  Wright,  the  great  grandsons  of  the  great 
Pitt — “  to  illustrate  an  eventful  {leriod  of  England*s 
story,  and  to  develope  the  character  of  an  Heroic 
Statesman.**  The  first  volume  only  lies  before  us, 
which,  though  deficient  in  many  matters  of  interest 
it  might  have  been  exnected  to  illustrate,  is  yet  a 
book  of  much  and  undoubted  value.

It  is  an  additional  laurel,  let  us  add,  round  even  Dry- 
den’s  brow,  that  his  style  was  the  almost  unceasing 
theme  of  praise,  and  model  of  example,  with  the 
great  Lord  Chatham.  In  the  texture  of  thinking  as 
well  as  writing,  they  had  indeed  much  in  common. 

In  the  two  following  letters  to  his  wife — the  first 
dated  from  Hayes,  the  first  of  July,  1758;  the 
second  from  London,  the  nineteenth  of  November, 
1759 — we  find  the  most  charming  illustrations  of 
character,  contained  in  the  volume.  It  is  in  such  pri¬ 
vate  effusions  as  these  we  may  discover  the  secret 
of  even  such  public  exertions  and  public  sacrifices, 
as  those  of  Lord  Chatham.  For  it  is  by  the  strength 
and  right  direction  of  the  private  affections,  that  we 
are  taught  the  duty  of  serving  mankind.  The  more 
intense  the  faculty  of  enjoyment  and  comfort  in  the 
narrow  circle  of  family  regards,  the  more  readily  is 
its  indulgence  sacrificed  in  behalf  of  the  greater 
family  of  man. 

“  Mv  Dear  Love, — I  hope  this  letter  will  6nd  yon  safe 
arrived  at  Stowe,  after  a  journey  which  the  little  rain  must 
have  made  pleasant  Hayes  is  as  sweet  with  these  showers 
as  it  ran  be  without  the  presence  of  her  who  gives  to  ev^ry 
sweet  its  best  sweetness.  The  loved  babes  are  delightfully 
well,  and  remembered  dear  mamma  over  their  strawnerries. 
They  botl)  looked  for  her  in  the  prinU,  and  told  me  *  Mamma 

fme  up  there — Stowe  ^rden.*  As  the  showers  seem  local, 
may  sup|K»se  my  sweet  love  enjoying  them  with  a  fine  even¬ 
ing  sun,  and  finding  beauties  of  her  act^uaintance  grown  up 
into  hi^rher  perfection,  and  others,  before  unknown  to  her 
and  still  so  to  me,  accomplishing  the  total  charm. 

“  The  messenger  is  just  arrived,  and  no  news.  Expecta¬ 
tion  grows  every  hour  into  more  anxiety — the  fate  of  Louis- 
burgTi  and  of  Olmutz  probably  decided,  though  the  event 
unknown — the  enterprise  crowned  with  success  or  baffled,  at 
this  moment — and  indications  of  a  second  battle  towards  the 
Rhine.  I  trust,  my  life,  in  the  same  favouring  Providence 
that  all  will  be  well,  and  that  this  almost  degenerate  Eng¬ 
land  may  learn  from  the  disgrace  and  ruin  it  shall  have  es¬ 
caped,  and  the  consideration  and  security  it  may  enjoy,  to  be 
inure  deserving  of  the  blessing. 

“  Sister  .Mary’s  letter  of  yesterday  will  have  carried  down 
the  history  of  Hayes  to  last  night;  and  the  continuator  of 
this  day  has  the  happiness  to  assure  my  sweetest  love  of  the 
health  of  its  inhabitants,  young  and  old.  The  young  are  so 
delightfully  noisy  that  1  hardly  know  what  I  write.  My 
most  affectionate  compliments  to  all  the  congress.

“  Mv  Sweetest  Love, — After  much  court  and  more 
House  of  Commons,  with  Jemmy  Rivers  since  a  hasty 
repast,  what  refreshment  and  delight  to  sit  down  to  address 
these  lines  to  the  dearest  object  of  niy  every  thought !  1 

will  begin  with  telling  yon  I  aui  well ;  for  that  it  is  my  hap¬ 
piness  to  know  my  adored  first  wishes  to  hear ;  and  1 
will  next  tell  myself  (and  trust  in  heaven  that  ray  hopes 
don’t  deceive  me),  that  this  letter  will  find  you  and  all  our 
little  angels  in  perfect  health  ;  them  in  joyful,  and  you  in  se¬ 
rene  and  happy  spirits.  The  bitter  wintf  has  forbid  all  gar¬ 
den  occupations,  and  little  William  will  naturally  have  called 
your  attentions  more  towards  that  springing  human  plant, 
than  to  objects  out  of  doors. 

“  I  wait  with  longing  impatience  for  the  groom’s  return, 
with  ample  details  of  jou  and  yours.  Send  me,  my  sweetest 
life,  a  thousand  particulars  of  all  those  things 

which,  to  those  who  are  blessed  as  we,  so  far  surpass  in  ex¬ 
cellence  and  exceed  in  attraction,  all  the  f^reat-iittU  things 
of  the  busy,  restless  world.  That  laborious  world  forbids 
Miy  wished-for  journey  on  Wednesday,  and  protracts  till  the 
evening  our  happy  meeting. 

“  No  news  but  what  your  faithful  papers  administer  at 
breakfast ;  except,  what  {lerhapa  they  may  not  notice,  viz. 
that  Lord  George  Sackville  nas  shown  his  face  at  the 
opera.  Tlie  event  is  hardly  worth  mentioning,  as  nothing 
was  wanting  to  complete  that  great  man’s  heroic  assurance.

The  political  letters  of  the  volume  open  with 
some  curious  evidences  of  the  interposition  of  Pitt 
between  the  wretched  fraternal  jealousies  of  Henry 
Pelham  and  the  Duke  of  Newcastle.  At  p.  44  he 
has  succeedeil  in  healing  them,  and  at  p.  54  the 
breach  is  wider  than  ever.  Pelham  was  a  feeble 
and  poor  (because  an  honest)  imitation  of  Wal¬ 
pole,  liut  Newcastle  was  merely  an  epitome  of 
everything  childish  and  mean,  beginning  and 
ending  in  the  lowest  shape  of  a  greed  of  power. 
It  is  curious  and  not  uuinstructive  to  murk,  through¬ 
out  the  progreas  of  this  volume,  the  progress  of  an 
ill-covered  contempt  and  disgust  on  the  part  of 
Chatham  towards  the  man  with  whom  he  afterwards, 
most  unwisely,  condescended  to  act.  At  p.  437  the 
uneasy  advances  of  the  one,  aiul  the  quiet  coldaess 
of  the  other,  are  singularly  afipareut. 

The  strange  movements  behind  the  scene  which 
followed  Henry  Pelham’s  removal  from  the  poli¬ 
tical  stage  by  death,  are  fiuuiliar  to  every  reader 
of  history,  and  receive  additional  illustration  in 
this  volume.  ^  We  regret  to  add  that  in  some  letters 
of  l^tt*s,  written  on  the  occasion,  we  do  not  find 
that  great  statesman’s  customary  sttitude  of  dignity. 
The^  have  a  querulous  air,  as  though  written,  whidi 
^^ly  .thepr  were,  in  the  nddst  of  bodily  aihseau. 
^e  foUpw^  is  Ukfo  from  •  Imw  (Q  Lord 
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“  It  is  very  kind  and  generous  in  your  Lordship  to  suggest 
a  ray  of  distant,  general  hope  to  a  man  you  see  despainiv, 
and  to  turn  his  view  forward  from  the  present  scene  to  a  ni- 
ture.  But,  my  Lord,  after  having  set  out  under  suggestions 
of  this  gensral  hope  ten  years  ago,  and  bearing  long  a  load 
of  obloquy  for  supporting  tlie  King’s  measures,  and  never 
obtaining  in  recompense  the  smallest  raroission  of  that  dis.  j 
pleasure  I  vainly  laboured  to  soften,  all  ardour  for  public 
oiisiness  is  really  extinguished  in  my  mind,  and  I  am  totolly 
defirived  of  all  consideration  by  which  alone  I  have 

been  of  any  use.  The  weight  of  irremovable  royal  displea¬ 
sure  is  a  load  too  great  to  move  under :  it  must  crush  any 
man ;  it  has  suuk  and  broke  me.  I  succumb ;  and  wish  for 
nothing  but  a  decent  and  innocent  retreat,  wherein  I  may  no 
longer,  by  continuing  in  the  public  stream  ol  promotion,  for 
ever  stick  fast  aground,  and  afford  to  the  world  the  ridiculous 
spectacle  ^  being  passed  by  every  boat  tliat  navigates  the 


same  river. 


In  the  same  letter,  however,  we  are  more  than  com¬ 
pensated  by  a  generous  testimony  to  the  pojwer  of 
his  great  rival,  Fox,  the  first  Lord  Holland,  and 
father  of  the  man  who  has  given  immortality  to 
that  name. 

In  a  private  minute  on  the  subject  we  find  the 
same  querulous  tone — 

«  Whichever  the  fatal  cause  of  my  depression  may  be,  is 
it  not  reasonable,  just,  and  necessary,  that  I  should  know  it, 
in  order  that  I  may  no  longer  look  towards  impossible  things, 
perhaps  continue  to  do  injustice  in  my  thoughts  to  endea¬ 
vours  iu  my  favour  that  may  have  bieen  sincere  though 
fruitless,  and  waste  my  life  under  a  delusion  that  must 
prove  fatal  to  the  little  credit  1  may  still  be  fortunate 
enough  to  have  to  manage  with  the  world  ? 

Tf  1  have  flattered  myself  jn  vain  with  Uie  hopes  the 
royal  mind  must  relent, — when  the  hard,  irrevocable  degree, 
together  with  the  grounds  of  it  is  known  to  me,  I  may  take 
my  final  part  as  reason  will  warrant,  according  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  imposed  on  me.  1  shall  then  be  enabled,  upon  cer¬ 
tainty  and  knowledge,  to  determine  either  for  acquiescence 
as  I  am,  or  resistance  of  what  I  hope  I  don’t  deserve,  or  for 
a  retreat  from  both.” 

Soon  after  this,  however,  he  came  up  to  London 
(and  now  we  recollect  that  the  period  of  writing 
the  above  must  have  been  that  of  his  illness  at 
Bath)  and,  finding  that  Fox  had  refused  New¬ 
castle’s  paltry  conditions  of  office,  and  handed  over 
the  seals  to  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  he  at  once,  with 
that  vigorous  resolution,  and  easy  and  dignified 
self-possession,  which  never  failed  him  in  great 
emergencies,  issued  a  decree  for  the  annihilation  of 
the  Newcastle  administration.  No  more  regrets — 
no  more  querulousness !  *'  Sir  Thomas  Robinson 

lead  us” — he  said  to  Fox — “  the  Duke  might  as 
well  send  his  jackboot  to  lead  us !  ” 

In  a  few  months,  Robinson  fell  amidst  laughter 
and  jeers — and,  in  an  evil  hour  for  his  fame,  Fox 
deserted  Pitt  and  lent  his  talents  to  the  little  pro¬ 
longation  of  the  Newcastle  patchwork  of  a  ministry. 
As  his  rival  sank,  Pitt  rose  higher  and  higher.  In 
the  famous  speech  where  he  compared  that  coalition 
to  the  junction  of  the  Rhone  and  the  Saone  (“  at 
Lyons  1  was  taken  to  see  the  place  where  the  two 
rivers  meet — the  one  gentle,  feeble,  languid,  and, 
though  languid,  yet  of  no  depth,  the  other  a  boiste¬ 
rous  and  impetuous  torrent !”)  he  shook  to  its 
foundations  the  ill-fashioned  alliance,  and  in  a  few 
months  afterwards  the  whole  thing  fell  to  pieces. 
The  King  was  obliged  to  swallow  his  spleen,  and 
give  the  seals  to  Pitt.  The  state  of  affairs  at  this 
moment  is  thus  glanced  at  by  Lord  Bute  : — 

“My  Dearest  Friend,— I  heartily  thank  you  for 
giving  me  this  early  notice  of  this  event;  for,  terrible  as  it 
IS,  eertaiu  knowledge  is  better  than  uncertain  i  uraours.  1 
do  not  know  that,  u  ray  life,  I  ever  felt  myself  so  affected 
with  any  foreign  transaction.  Oh,  my  dear  friend,  what 
dreadful  auspices  do  we  begin  with  !  and  yet,  thank  God,  I 
see  you  in  office.  If  even  the  wreck  of  this  crown  can  be 
preserved  to  our  amiable  young  Prince,  ’tis  to  your  efforts, 
your  abilities,  my  dear  Pitt,  that  he  must  owe  it  Let  what 
will  happen,  one  thing  comforts  me.  I  know  you  have  a  soul 
fit  fpr  these  rough  times,  that,  instead  of  sinking  under  ad- 
veiyuity,  will  rise  and  grow  stronger  against  it  Farewell, 
my  dearest  friend.  No  event  sliall  ever  make  roe  cease  to 
be  one  minute, 

“  Most  affectionately,  most  sincerely,

The  pitch  of  glory  to  which  he  afterwards  carried 
the  fame  of  England  is  matter  fur  notice  when  the 
other  volumes  of  this  work  make  their  appearance — 
nor  less  its  melancholy  decline,  which  his  old  age 
was  unhappily  spared  to  witness.  We  shall  now 
close  with  a  few  points  of  incidental  interest  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  present  volume.

The  measure  bad  been  introduced  into 
the  other  house  of  parliament  by  an  hon.  and  learned  friend 
of  his  (Lord  Lyndhurst*a),  a  |[^ntleman  of  (treat  eloquence 
and  hi((h  attainments ;  it  had  been  most  actively  and  most 
viitoroualy  opposed  by  another  hon.  and  learned  friend,  who 
was  distinguished  for  his  great  l^al  knowledge,  and  for  the 
extraordinary  acumen  of  his  mind;  and,  notwithstanding 
that  active  and  legni  opposition  in  every  stage  of  the  bill  in 
the  other  house  of  parliament,  still  tlie  promoters  of  the 
measure  succeeded  in  carrying  it  by  very  large  majorities.” 
The  noble  end  learned  lord  proceeded  to  detail  various 
frightful  cases  of  hardship  under  the  existing  law,  as 
they  have  already  been  given  in  the  reported  discussions 
of  the  lower  house,  and  then  went  on  to  ask— 

Had  he  succeeded  in  proving  the  evils  of  the  existing 
law  ?— that  a  father,  however  immoral,  profligate,  and  disso¬ 
lute,  had  not  only  the  exclusive  right  to  the  custody  and 
pcMseasion  of  his  children,  but  also  the  right  to  debar  his 
wife,  a  woman  of  virtue  and  of  irreproachable  character,  from 
even  access  to  her  children  ?  If,  then,  he  had  made  out  a 
case  of  cruelty  and  oppression  under  the  existing  law,  would 
their  lordships  say  that  some  mitigation  of  the  law  in  these 
respects  waa  not  necessary — that  some  change  ought  not  to 
follow,  in  order  to  mitigate  its  harshness,  cruelty,  and,  he 
inuat  add,  injuatice  ?  It  was  not  for  him  to  describe  the 
situation  of  a  woman,  ardently  and  devotedly  attached  to  her

demanded  a  restitution  of  conjugal  rights,  which  no  woman 
of  delicacy  could  well  do.  Again,  if  she  wished  for  separa¬ 
tion,  she  might  get  a  divorce  d,  mens&  et  tJkoro,  but  she 
could  n«it  marry  a^^io.  The  husband,  if  lie  got  a  verdict  in 
his  favour  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  would  obtain  almost 
as  a  matter  of  course  a  divorce  from  that  bouse,  which 
enabled  him  to  marry  again.  VV'as  the  wife  so  treated  ?  A 
wife  had  the  greatest  difhculty  to  obtain  a  se|>aratinn  in  the 
case  of  adultery.  There  had  been  two  cases  only  before  that 
bouse  in  which  such  relief  had  been  granted,  the  one  being 
a  case  in  which  incest— [Lord  Brougham  had,  on  a  former 
occasion,  described  this  crime  more  leniently] — had 
proved.  The  present  state  of  the  law  was  such'as  to  bring 
out  a  passive  lesistance  on  the  part  of  the  sex,  which  felt 
that  they  were  net  properly  represented  in  the  legislature. 
Upon  the  whole,  it  was  safer  and  better  for  society  and  the 
marriage  state,  for  the  comforts  of  the  parties,  aiid,  above 
all,  for  their  issue,  that  the  father  should  have  uncontrolled 
care  of  that  issue,  than  that  control  should  be  shared  as  a 
matter  of  right  with  the  mother.  Thu  law  wua  not  more 
oppressive  to  the  wife  in  this  than  in  other  cases.” 

His  lordship  summed  up  his  objections  to  the  bill,  which 
he  criticised  with  much  severity,  after  this  fashion  :  — 

“  The  last  and  most  important  objection  of  all  which  ho 
had  te  the  bill  was  the  inevitable  mischiefs  it  would  create, 
destructive  of  the  comforts,  and  dangerous  to  the  purity,  of 
marriage  life.  If  there  was  any  one  thing  which  more  than 
another  tended  to  protect  the  sanctity  of  the  marriage  vow, 
it  was  the  love  and  affection  which  women  boro  to  their 
children ;  and  the  question  which  in  reality  was  raised  by  the 

Iiresent  hill  wa.*q  whether  the  mutual  consent  of  both  |>Artice, 
lusband  and  wife,  ought  to  be  a  valid  ground  for  divorce.  It 
was  from  the  knowledge  which  those  parties  had,  tliat  they 
could  not  easily  get  rid  of  each  other,  that  many  trifling  in¬ 
conveniences  were  |>assed  over,  which  would  otherwise 
assume  the  8ha(M  of  the  most  tormenting  evils.  What  could 
have  a  more  powerful  tendency  to  make  a  wife  faithful  than 
the  knowledge  that  infidelity  on  her  |)art  would  sever  her 
connexion  with  her  offspring  ?  And  lie  knew  that  this  know¬ 
ledge  did,  even  in  cases  where  the  wife  was  criminal,  operate 
to  [Ntstpone  her  elopement  with  her  paramour.  But  wrould^ 
nut  this  salutary  influence  against  criminality  be  removed  if 
the  wife  should  be  told  that  hy  the  shortsighted  and  one¬ 
sided  humanity  of  their  lordsliqM  she  might,  wrhen  living 
apart  from  her  husband,  obtain  access  to  her  children  ?  He 
knew  there  was  a  proviso  in  the  bill,  which  in  the  case  of  the 
wife’s  elopement  with  a  paramour,  and  the  |>ussing  of  a  ver¬ 
dict  against  her,  would  debar  her  from  the  privilege  of  visit¬ 
ing  her  children  ;  but  might  she  not,  without  eloping,  so  con¬ 
duct  herself  as  to  render  her  husband's  life  miserable,  and 
thereby  make  him  ready  to  consent  to  a  separation  ?  It 
therefore  liecame  their  lordships'  serious  duty  to  consider 
how  far,  by  jiassing  such  a  measure  as  the  present,  they 
would  be  giving  encnurairement  to  separations,  a  state

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Monday t  Jnly  30. 

Lord  BaouoHAXi  called  the  attention  of  their  lord¬ 
ships  to  the  announcement  of  a  proclamation  or 
(finance  which  he  had  seen  in  the  public  papers, 
and  which  was  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the 
people  of  Canada.  It  was  a  proclamation  agreed 
to  by  the  Earl  of  Durham,  in  council,  and  which, 
if  the  noble  earl  presumed  to  carry  into  eflTeot,  he 
would  be  guilty  of  no  less  a  crime  than  murder.  * 
—Lord  Ellskbosouqu  had  also  come  fully  charged  with 
matter  of  aceuaation  i^ainst  Lord  Durham,  and  seemed 
disappointed  that  he  had  been  anticipated  by  the  noble 
add  learned  lord.  His  lordship,  however,  took  up  a 
separate  point  of  attack.  He  contended — 

"  That  the  council  had  read  the  ordinances  a  first,  second, 
'aad  third  time  on  the  same  day,  contrary  to  the  standing 
orders;  aad  that  It  was  not  legally  constituted,  as  the 
ordinances  were  issued  on  the  28tn  of  Jane ;  and  one  of  the 
persons  sained  on  the  council  he  found,  by  the  papers,  had 
not  arrived  until  the  evening  of  the  2^h.  He  concluded 
with  expressing  a  wish  to  see  all  the  documents,  as  he 
thought  it  was  a  matter  fbr  grave  consideration  with  the 
iioasev  whether  it  would  not  isitarfera  in  a  matter  likely  to  be 
■o  mischievous,  and  to  bring  so  much  disgrace  upon  the 
government,  as  that  which  had  occurred  in  Canada.” 

^Lord  MxLsovairB  npw  rose,  and  spoke  with  consider- 
able  wermtb of  manner—, 

n  Cenaidaring  the  SManer  in  which  this  matter  had  been

’—It  was  is  Uiia  bighaat  degree  imprudent— it  was  in  the 
kifbeat  degree  anpaUiotio— it  waa  in  tha  highest  degree  un- 
jnstifiabla  "tlms  to  aaorifiea  the  iotereata  of  their  country  to 
Uia  inUresta  of  party.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  was  in  the  highest 
dsji^ee  unfiiir,  in  their  desire  to  attack  individnals,  to  permit 

wrong 


no  alteration  of  the  law  in  these  resfiects  ought  to  take 
place  ?  The  harshness  and  severity  of  the  law  were  increased 
by  the  fact  that,  with  the  mother  of  an  illegitimate  child,  no 
person,  not  even  the  father,  could  interfere  with  her  posse-H- 
sion  of  her  offspring;  and  yet  the  mother  of  legitimate  ofT- 
spring,  the  woman  of  irreproachable  ctinduct  and  character, 
was  oy  the  law  stripped  of  all  control  and  even  access  (o  her 
child.  ^  That  being  so,  what  was  the  alteration  proposed  by 
this  bill  ?  He  had  already  said  that  he  thought  the  only 
valid  objection  to  the  bill  would  be  that  it  did  not  provide  a 
remedy  eqnal  to  the  evils  which  existed.  The  bill  did  not 
ask  that  the  child  should  bo  handed  over  to  the  mother,  it 
did  not  encroach  upon  the  rights  of  the  father  to  the  jiosses- 
sion  of  the  child,  it  did  not  interfere  with  hia  claims,  but  all 
the  bill  said  waa  that  the  father  should  not  be  judge  in  his 
own  case ;  it  did  not  entirely  exclude  the  mother,  hut  it  said 
let  some  judge  of  the  superior  courts  decide  whether  or  not 
the  mother  should  be  entitled  to  have  access  to  her  child— 
to  what  extent,  to  what  degree,  and  under  what  circumstances 
and  limits  that  access  should  be  permitted.  The  bill,  in 
fact,  took  the  matter  out  of  the  hands  of  the  father,  and 
placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the  independent  judges  of  the  liighaat 
tribunals  of  the  country.'* 

—Lord  Bkouoham  rose  after  Ixird  Lyndhurst,  and,  in 
an  elaborate  speech,  opposed  the  bill.  His  argument 
was  (a  strange  one  in  opposing  the  bill  as  an  instalment 
even)  that  the  measure  proposed  left  untouched  the 
more  serious  of  the  evils  described  by  its  mover,  and 
that,  to  be  efficient  for  any  good  purpose,  it  roust  go 
much  farther-  I 

**  Could  anything  be  more  harsh  or  cruel  than  that  the 
wife’s  goods  and  chattels  should  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  hus¬ 
band,  and  that  she  might  work  and  labmir  and  toil  for  an 
unkii^  father  to  support  his  family  and  children,  while  the 
hust)aad  repaid  her  with  harshness  and  brutality,  ha  all  the .

— lAird  BaouGHAM  retorted  in  a  tone  of  banter ;  and 
Lord  OiiXiraLo  having  promised  to  lay  the  papera  con-

‘eatsd  the  course  pursued  by  the  noble  lords  who  had 
spoken  as  premature,  and  observed  that  the  conduct  of 
Lord  Durham  had  gained  for  him  the  confidence  of  all 
parties.

—The  speech  of  Mr  O’Conkell  on  the  subject,  we 
should  not  forget  to  mention,  was  able  and  well-timed. 
The  conclusion  of  the  hon.  and  learned  gentleman’s 
speech  was  to  the  following  effect 

**  There  were  many  people  in  this  country  who  would  have 
encouraged  Governor  Arthur  in  going  on  with  that  blood- 
shedding  system.  (Hear.)  Rut  Lord  Durham  most  properly 
interfered.  He  put  out  of  the  country  all  those  men  who 
had  taken  a  guilty  part  in  carrying  on  the  insurrection,  and 
he  kept  in  banishment  those  who,  having  taken  a  less  active 
part  in  the  rebellion,  had  fied.  That  act  had  been  followed 
^  exceedingly  well,  and  the  whole  conduct  which  l.ord 
Durham’s  government  had  hitherto  adopted  was  an  earnest 
of  his  desire  to  establish  permanent  peace  in  that  country 
without  depriving  the  people  of  any  portion  of  their  rights 
longer  than  was  absolutely  necessary  to  enable  him  to 
restore  harmony  among  them.  He  trusted  that  the  noble  lord 
would  speedily  accomplish  his  object,  and  would  then  return 
to  this  countiy  with  a  higher  character  than  even  that  with 
which  he  left  it.  (The  hon.  and  learned  gentleman  resumed 
his  seat  amid  loud  cheers.)” 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  afterwards  rose, 
and,  in  committee  of  the  whole  bouse  on  the  civil  list  act, 
recapitulated  the  chief  heads  of  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  pensions,  and  intimated  the  wish  of  govern¬ 
ment  to  carry  the  recommendations  of  that  committee 
into  effect.  He  thus  described  the  sittings  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  - 

"  The  committee  sat  thirty-five  days,  and  was  attended 
by  the  great  bulk  of  the  members  nominated  to  it,  and  by  the

He 
wished  also  to  ask,  whether  this  latter  treaty  had  been 
acted  on  ?— Lord  Glenelo  said,  that  the  orders  which 
his  noble  and  learned  friend  alluded  to  did  not  go  from 
this  country,  but  rested  entirely  with  the  govern  or- gene¬ 
ral.  'iliat  was  all  the  information  he  possessed  upon  the 
subject. 

On  the  motion  of  I^ord  Melbourne,  the  tithes  (Ire¬ 
land)  bill  was  read  a  second  time,  and  ordered  to  be 
committed  on  Friday,  on  the  understanding  that  the

The  government  felt  itself  bound,  in  duty  to  the  nation, 
as  well  as  injustice  to  the  noble  duke,  to  see  that  the  desiga 
for  the  national  testimonial  to  his  grace  was  such  as  to  do 
credit  to  the  state  of  the  arts  in  this  country,  and  be  worthy 
of  the  high  character  of  the  great  captain  whose  services  u 
would  perpetuate.  The  goverument,  therefore,  while  it  held 
the  discretion  of  approving  the  design  of  the  testimonial,  and 
would  recommend  that  the  grant  of  the  site  by  the  Crown 
be  contingent  upon  such  approval,  would  not  take  it  oa  them* 
selves  to  pronounce  upon  any  design  without  consolting 
with  those  most  competent  to  aid  them  in  forming  a  correct 
judgment  in  such  matters.”

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Saturday,  July  28. 

The  house  met  to-day  at  twelve  o'clock.— After 
I  the  presentation  of  a  number  of  petitions  on  various 
subjects,  the  house  went  into  committee  on  the  China 
Courts  bill.  On  the  first  clause  being  read,  Mr  Hawbs, 
at  considerable  length,  opposed  It.  After  a  desultory 
conversation.

The  Marquis  de  Mosnay  said  they  could  not  take  their 
leara  without  again  thanking  tbe  brave  English  people 
for  the  kind  and  hospitable  reception  they  had  met  with. 
He  tested  en  opp^unity  would  be  afforded  himself 
and  his  countrymen  of  repaying  it  at  some  future  lime. 
He  would  give  them,  with  every  feeling  of  sincere  re¬ 
gard,^  **  Tha  health  of  tha  English  people,  and  the 
English  and  French  navy  united.^  (Great  cheering.)^ 
His  Excellency  then  took  bis  leave,  shaking  hands  cor¬ 
dially  with  Sir  Robert,  to  whom,  be  said,  he  bad  been 
indebted  lor  one  of  tbe  happiest  and  most  delightful  days 
he  had  paased  since  his  arrival  in  England,  and  that  he 
should  not  fail  to  report  to  his  Majesty  Louis  Philippe 
tbe  attentions  he  bad  received.— It  was  rather  a  curious 
eoincidence  that  at  the  moment  the  Marshal  rose  to  pro¬ 
pose  tlw  health  of  Lady  Otway,  a  servant  entered  the 
eabin  with  a  maguibeent  bouquet  of  rare  exotis  flowers, 
as  a  gift  from  her  Ladyship  to  bis  Excellency.  The 
distinguished  visitors  then  left  the  ship  in  the  Admiral's 
barga,  under  a  salute  of  guns,  and  about  ona  o’clock  the 
French  stenmers  got  under  weigh.  On  passing  tbe 
Howe  the  yards  and  rigging  were  manned,  the  Marines 
and  gua^  of  tbe  56th  presented  arms,  the  band  playing 
the  national  anthem.  Three  loud  end  hearty  cheers 
were  given  by  the  oflSeers  end  crew ;  the  cheering  was 
re-echoed  from  the  piers  and  tbe  other  vesaels  lying  in 
the  harbour,  and  these  were  followed  by  the  discharge  of 
cannon— ^rmii^  a  most  brilliant  and  appropriato  close 
to  tha  viait  of  hia  Exoelleaey  to  this  country.  Notwith¬ 
standing  a  heavy  sbowar  of  rain  was  islling  at  the  time, 
his  Eaeelkuey  and  suiu  xamained  upon  tha  deck  of  tbe 
steamer,  returning  the  salute  of  the  British  man-of-war, 
and  the  last  gun  of  the  steamer  bad  not  ceased  to  rever- 
berate  when  tbe  party  were  fiir  down  the  river  on  their 
way  to  tbe  French  coast. 

Marshal  Soult  arrived  at  Havre  on  Monday  evening, 
mod  left  that  port  on  Tuesday  fur  Paris,  at  seven  in  tbe 
morning— it  is  said  not  vety  well.  The  Marshal  arrived 
at  Peris  on  Wednesday  morning.

The  Mohumemt  to  Nxlsoiv.— A  grcRt  meeting  wm 
held  on  Wednesday  *t  the  f^ndoo  Tavern,  in  aid  of  the 
funds  for  erecting  this  monument,  at  which  tbe  Duke  of 
Wellington  presided.  Hie  Grace,  amidst  tumultuous 
cheering,  thus  warmly  advocated  the  objects  of  the 
ing;— “  Many  years  have  now  elapsed — upwards  of  40 
years  I  believe — since  those  great  services  which  wa  in¬ 
tend  to  eommemorste  were  perform^  for  the  country. 
(Hear.)  'fhere  never  was  an  individual  in  the  public 
service  who  so  highly  deserved  as  does  this  great  hero  to 
have  such  a  mark  of  public  distinction  as  that  which  we 
are  desirous  of  bestowing  upon  him.  (Loud  chMrs. ) 
He  was  the  most  distinguished  commander  of  all  in  the 
service  of  his  Majesty  in'  that  great  and  memorable  war 
in  which  the  navy  of  this  country  so  highly  distinguished 
itself.  At  an  early  period  of  his  life  he  was  distinguished 
for  his  gallantry,  his  enterprise,  his  ze&l,  and  his  abilities 
of  all  descriptions;  and  having  had  the  command  at  an 
early  period  of  his  life,— and  here  let  me  remind  you,  on 
the  day  of  which  this  is  tbe  anniversary  (loud  and  pro¬ 
longed  cheering),  at  the  mouth  of  the  Nile,  he  showed 
his  own  talento,  gallantry,  and  spirit,  and  what  could  be 
accomplished  by  the  indomitable  spirit  of  the  British 
navy.  (Vehement  applause.)  The  numerous  services 
he  performed  for  his  country  I  will  not  enumerate  now, 
as  1  am  sure  they  must  be  strongly  impressed  upon  the 
minds  of  all  present.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  he  gained 
victories  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  (Cheers.)  Wherever 
he  went  security  followed  him.  He  went  through  all 
with  enterprise  and  spirit,  and  at  last  lost  his  life  in  the 
roost  remarkable,  the  most  successful,  and,  in  its  results, 
the  most  substantial  naval  victory  ever  achieved  in  the 
history  of  this  or  any  other  country.  I  now  call  upon 
you  to  enable  the  committee  to  erect  a  monument  to  his 
memory,  which  shall  tell  every  person  who  sees  it  that 
this  country  is  not  unmindful  or  regardless  of  such  ser¬ 
vices— that  she  will  celebrate  them  however  great  the 
distance  of  time,  and  induce  others  to  emulate  such  brave 
and  noble  examples.  (Loud  cheering.)"  Mr  C.  D. 
Scott,  the  Hon.  Secretary,  after  the  Duke  of  Wellington 
had  finished  his  speech,  read  the  report,  pnd  announced  i 
a  number  of  subscriptions.  The  report  announced  that  I 
there  was  then  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  the  sum  of 
5.5451. f  but  it  is  understood  that  by  the  meeting  of 
Wednesday  this  amount  has  been  increased  to  nearly 
14,(XX)/.  After  various  resolutions  had  been  moved  and 
seconded,  the  Duke  of  Wellington  again  spoke,  in  ac¬ 
knowledging  a  vote  of  thanks  to  himself.  **  1  acknow- 
ledge,’*  said  his  Grace,  '*  that  1  do  feel  very  great 
anxiety  on  this  subject  (cheers);  1  feel  it  for  tbe  honour 
of  the  city  of  London,  of  which  I  am  a  citizen ;  and  aa 
I  have  been  called  upon  to  preside  at  this  meeting,  1 
feel  anxious  because  1  wish  to  see  justice  done  to  the  me¬ 
mory  of  this  immortal  hero.  (Vehement  cheering.)  I 
have  always  felt  the  highest  respect  and  regard  fur  bis 
memory  (loud  cheers),  and  1  should  regret  extremely 
not  to  see  a  monument  erected  in  this  metropolis  worthy 
of  its  citizens  and  the  illustrious  achievements  which  it 
is  intended  to  perpetuate.  (Cheers.)  I  am  anxious  for 
it  also  on  account  of  the  great  and  glorious  profession  to 
which  he  belonged,  and  I  am  extremely  anxious  that 
any  person  belonging  to  the  profession  should  feet  that 
such  services  cannot  be  rendered  without  their  meeting 
with  the  public  approbation  and  gratitude  of  the  country. 
(Loud  cheers,)”  The  list  of  subscriptions  was  then  read, 
and  three  cheers  having  been  given  for  the  Duke  of 
Wellington,  the  meeting  separated.

Confederation  of  Garni  (puffed  hy  tba  Tmee  and  its  Con¬ 
federation  of  Gulls),  has  been  found  by  Messrs  Slowac- 
xinaki  and  Moreau  to  be  derived  from  a  work  entitled 
Etudes  de  Geograpkie  AppHouees  de  la  Position  Actuates, 
published  in  ISSS)  by  Beoket,  a  bookseller  in  Pans. 
This  work  contains  several  synoptical  tables,  in  which 
not  only  France  but  all  tbe  priiKipal  states  of  Europe 
are  partitioned  out  aAer  a  system  which,  ia  the 
opinion  of  the  author,  must  have  led  to  a  perpetual 
peace. 

The  friends  of  tbe  late  M.  Armand  Carrel  met  in 
the  burial-ground  of  St  Maude,  Paris,  in  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  anniversary  of  hit  death.

POSTSCRIPT. 

LONDON,  Saturday  Morning ^  August  4,  1838. 

The  Irisli  tithes  bill  last  night  occupied  the  Lords. 
On  moving  that  their  lardships  go  into  a  committee  on 
the  bill,  Lord  MxLBOuaNx  recapitulated  the  reasons  for 
relieving  the  occupying  tenant  from  the  liability  of 
diaobarging  his  tithe  and  throwing  the  burden  on  the 
landlords,  and  urged  the  importance  of  closing  up  all 
questions  with  respect  to  the  arrears,  in  order  to  give 
the  measure  fair  play.  He  concluded  a  short  speech  by 
observing  that  he  knew  that  nothing  was  more  unwise, 
or  more  likely  to  end  in  disappointment,  than  to  prog¬ 
nosticate  anything  like  supposed  contentment  or  tran 
quiility;  but  be  licgged  leave  to  say,  that  although  he 
did  not  draw  any  flattering  picture  of  that  description, 
yet  knowing  that  he  had  himself  the  same  object  as  all 
their  lordships  had  in  view,  he  presented  to  their  consi¬ 
deration  this  bill  on  the  present  occasion,  as  the  best 
and  most  prudent  for  which  it  was  possible  to  hope  for 
sueoess  under  present  circumstances. — Hereu|)on  Lord 
BaouoHSM  rose,  and  m  *  long  and  very  forcible 
speech,  entered  his  solemn  protestation  against  the 
course  pursued  by  her  Majesty’s  ministers.  It  was  a 
course  which  was  not  at  all  in  accordance  with  consis¬ 
tency,  with  the  rights  of  conscience,  and  with  the  great 
interests  of  religious  liberty.  His  lordship  aigucd  that 
tithes  were  public  property,  and  to  be  dealt  with  as 
national  property,  if  the  parliament  should  so  think  fit, 
cither  as  immediately  connected  with  the  church,  or,  if 
parliament  should  so  think  fit,  for  purposes  not  imme¬ 
diately  eonnccted  with  the  church ;  but  there  was  still 
a  broad  line  to  be  drawn  between  church  property  in 
tithes  and  lands  hitherto  enjoyed  by  the  church,  and 
money  raised  by  taxes  from  the  people  of  this  country, 
apd  advanced  by  way  of  loan,  and  the  interest  on  which 
loan,  in  the  shape  of  taxes  raised  on  the  people,  must 
be  paid.  11  is  opinions  strongly  inclined  to  an  esta¬ 
blishment  ;  but  he  had  never  heard  an  argument  in 
favour  of  a  church  which  was  opposed  to  the  majority  of 
the  community  in  which  it  was  established.  Mr  Burke, 
though  a  friend  to  the  establishment,  called  the  Irish 
protestant  church  a  wholesale  robbery.  He  said  nothing, 
however,  of  the  tithes  being  given  to  that  church,  or 
converted  into  a  rent-charge,  which  he  considered  an 
improvement ;  but  he  said  that  the  levying  money  on 
the  community  for  that  church  was  neither  mure  nor 
less  than  a  monstrous  iniquity.  This  bill  said  to  the 
people  who  refused  to  obey  the  law,  **  Good  people, 
because  you  refuse  to  pay  that  which  is  lawfully  due  by 
you  we  will  interfere  for  you,  and  make  the  other  por¬ 
tions  of  the  community,  who  have  paid  what  was  law¬ 
fully  due  by  them,  pay  for  you  also.”  The  noble  and 
learned  lord  dealt  with  the  appropriation  clause  in  his 
usual  sarcastic  way. 

**  Ail  that  was  said  about  it  by  the  noble  viscount,”  ob- 
oanred  his  lordshii),  ^  was  that  *  m  present  circumstances, 
aad  situated  as  tney  were,  it  was  ml  that  they  could  do.’ 
It  could  have  been  carried  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  some 
assail  majority  of  eight  or  fifteen.  (Laughter  from  peers  on 
the  oppositiou  bennies.)  He  did  not  telieve  that  noble 
lords  OMMisite,  if  they  were  in  tlie  ministry,  would  have  more : 
this  he  Mliev^  to  be,  whether  for  ^mT  or  for  bad,  one  of 
the  effects  of  the  ref^ns  bill,  and  ne  really  believed  that 
they  had  outlived  the  times  of  great  roi^rities.  The  bill 
rouiid  have  been  carried  by  a  small  mqjonty  into  that  house 
with  the  appropriation  clause.  Why  had  not  the  bill  an 
appropriation  clause  ?  The  poor  bill  appeared  to  him  to  be 
like  some  animal  ahich,  when  pursued  by  the  hunters,  had  to 
emasculate  itself  (laughter)  t  it  escaped  by  flinging  in  the 
fime  of  its  pursuers— their  lordships — that  on  which  the 
wbola  of  its  vigour  consisted.  (Laugliter.)  The  pursuers 
who  were  then  pursuing  tliat  bill  wmild  ne  mtisned  with 
nothing  short  of  ttie  emasculation  of  tiie  ap{)ro|)riatiun  clause ;

bis  notice  of  claim  to  the  overseer,  and  paid  Is  ,  he  will 
be  inserted  on  the  register.  If  the  elector,  having  been 
en  the  previous  register,  should  find  himself  omitted,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  him  to  attend  before  the  barristers 
to  get  his  name  re-inserted.  It  is  also  inciiinl)ent  on

to  the  true  principles  of  general  religious  liberty 
"~x»d  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  our  constitution  ;  com¬ 
pelling  men  to  pay  for  a  church  from  wbieh  they 
consciratiously  diseent,  giving  to  the  clergy  of  the  small 
minority  of  the* Irish  people  an ‘indemnity  for  the  loss 
of  their  appointed  dues  at  the  expeuse  o':  the  vast  ma¬ 
jority,  and  making  those  who  have  broken  no  law  and 
withheld  no  dues  answerable  for  the  conduct  of  such  as 
hxve  refused  payment  of  what  the  law,  he  it  a  good  or  a 
^w,  atill  unrepealed,  has  prescribed. — Secondly, 
there  is  no  ^option  in  this  bill  of  Uic  important 
^tnetplc  of  appropriation,  but  rather  an  abandon meut 
of  that  principle,  if  not  a  disapproval  of  it  in  substauo# 
■od  rilMt.  •

A  eonsiderabie  grant  of  money  baa  been  made 
“®twe  of  Cemosone  to  tftlegiti^  ite  anreaw  af 
•***  terminate  if  possible,  tba  ravagts  of  rtbaHlon 


ruffians  and  other  tithe  oxMtura.  Whatever  merit  there 
may  be  in  this  arrangement,  1  am  entitled  to  eUim  tkat 
it  originated  with  me.  If  1  have  been  able  to  do  any 
service  to  my  countrymen  I  shall  have  that  consolation 
which  could  not  be  compensated  for  by  protessional  rank, 
judicial  station,  or  emolument.**  Tins  passage  is  again 
succeeded  by  the  following  : — **  We  are  derid^.  iqjured, 
insulted.  ‘The  Poor  Law  Bill,  purporting  to  be  fur 
ebarity,  it  turned  into  a  national  oppression,  and  into  an 
instrument  for  the  extinction  of  our  political  rights. 

I  The  Municipal  Corporation  Bill  it  converted  into  a  na¬ 
tional  mockery  and  a  vicious  delusion.  And  the  Tithe 
^  Bill  seeks  but  to  perpetuate  in  another  form  a  system 
of  ecclesiastical  polity  worse  than  any  that  ever  was  im¬ 
posed  by  the  Mahometan  sword  on  Grecian  vassals. 
Shall  I  be  asked,  then,  whether  ray  experiment  to  pro¬ 
cure  justice  from  England  is  at  an  end  ? — whether  the 
time  has  not  come  to  proclaim  as  a  first  duty  the  uever- 
again. to-be-abandoned  agitation  for  the  repeal?  My 
answer  is  prompt.  NO.  Tlie  experiment  has  not  iKHin 
as  yet  completed.  There  are  sources  of  consolation  and 
of  hope  as  yet  unexhausted.**— Mr  (VConnell  has  since, 
in  a  second  short  letter,  extended  and  strengthened  his 
objections  to  the  Municipal  Reform  hill. 

Mastlxbomx  Reform  Association.— We  cannot  give 
a  cunslitueucy  better  advice  than  is  contained  in  an 
earnest  recommendation  to  follow  the  excellent  example 
which  has  been  set  by  the  Liberals  in  the  borough  of 
Marylebone.  There  they  have  formed  a  '*  Reform  and 
Registration  Association,**  the  plan  of  which  is  as  com¬ 
mendable  as  its  purpose,  and  t^lh  are  in  every  respect 
worthy  of  being  held  up  for  imitation.  Some  of  the 
most  public-spirited  and  distinguished  men  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  have  put  themselves  at  the  head  of  the  society. 
Its  object  is  to  **  promote  the  cause  of  general  and  local 
reform  by  all  legal  means,  to  superintend  and  enlarge 
the  registration  of  Reformers  in  the  borough,  and  to  de¬ 
tect  and  expose  all  fraudulent  or  illegal  attempts  to  exer¬ 
cise  the  elective  franchise,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Liberal 
interest,  and  (not  least)  to  prevent  the  division  of  the 
Liberal  interest  at  an  election.'*  The  subscription  re¬ 
quired  from  each  member  does  not  exceed  four  shillings 
a  year,  and  all  the  arrangements  are  such  as  to  render  it 
worth  the  while  of  any  constituency  to  apply  to  the 
secretary  for  a  copy  of  the  plan. — Courier.  i 

Middlesex  R eg ist ration. — We  have  pleasure  in  in¬ 
forming  our  readers  that  the  calls  upon  the  Liberal  elec¬ 
tors  of  Middlesex  have  not  been  in  vain.  At  a  meeting 
of  the  Middlesex  Reform  Club,  held  at  the  Salopian 
Coffee-house,  Charing  cross,  on  Wednesday  evening,  ^ 
where  the  chair  was  taken  at  seven  o’clock  by  Ashton 
Yates,  Esq.,  M.  P.,  supported  by  11.  M' Williams,  Esq., 
G.  Pounoey,  Esq.,  J.  E.  llovenden.  Esq.,  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Reformeis  of  the  county,  it  was  announced  that 
funds  had  been  received  sufficient  for  the  club  to  resolve 
that  they  should  proceed  with  the  ensuing  registration, 
making  no  doubt  as  they  proceeded  that  further  aid 
would  be  forthcoming ;  and  that  their  secretary,  Mr 
Davies,  should,  on  tiie  publishing  of  the  new  lists  of 
voters,  proceed  into  the  rural  districts  for  local  informa¬ 
tion,  with  a  view  of  objecting  to  all  disqualified  persons 
on  the  register,  and  to  tlie  support  of  the  Liberal  elec¬ 
tors  objected  to  by  the  Tories. — Morning  Chronicle. 

Joint-Stock  Banks.  —  The  report  on  joint-stock 
banks  has  appeared.  The  committee  give  no  opinion  of 
their  own  on  the  three  questions  on  which  they  have  taken 
evidence,  namely  :  — **  1.  The  country  branches  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  their  system  of  government,  and  the 
principles  on  which  they  are  conducted ;  2.  The  system 
of  advances  at  three  per  cent,  from  the  Bank  of  England 
to  banks  undertaking  to  circulate  Bank  of  England 
paper  in  place  of  the  paper  of  joint-stock  and  private 
banks;  3.  The  question  of  the  Bank  of  Ireland,  the  ex¬ 
clusive  privileges  of  that  corporation,  and  the  expediency 
or  inexpediency  of  those  privileges  being  continued*’- 
but  recommend  them  to  the  serious  attention  of  the 
House.  They,  however,  propose  to  give  to  partners  in 
joint-stock  banks  the  common-law  remedy  for  recovery 
of  debts,  the  want  of  which  has  prevented  the  Northern 
and  Central  Bank  from  recovering  400,000/.  due  to  it 
from  its  own  shareholders. 

The  PheAium  roa  Resistance. — The  deputies  from 
the  several  congregations  of  Protestant  Dissenters  of  the 
three  denominations— Presbyterian,  Independent,  and  i 
Baptist— in  and  within  twelve  miles  of  London,  at  a  | 
special  meeting  held  on  Wednesday  at  the  King's  Head 
Tavrrn,  Poultry,  same  to  a  resolution  that  the  grant  of 
one  million,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  oiergy  of  the  Es¬ 
tablished  Church  and  the  lay  impropriators  of  tithe  in 
Ireland  out  of  the  puMic  funds  of  the  empire,  can  be 
justified  by  no  neocwiity  ;  and  from  a  regard  to  their 
own  interests,  and  from  coneieiitions  conviction,  they 
loudly  and  firmly  object  to  this  new  example  of  and  eti- 
eouragement  fur  Indefinite  appropiietions  of  the  publie 
moneys  towards  the  establistied  churches  of  England, 
Holland,  and  Ireland. 

—  The  late  unequivocal  expression  of  public  opinion 
in  this  country  respecting  the  apprenticeship  system  In 
our  West  Indian  colonies,  seema  to  hava  accomplished  all 
that  could  have  been  desired  from  the  most  positive  law 
for  its  abolUioD.  To  the  otlier  islands  in  which  the  local 
legiaUtuiaa  have  proceeded  to  put  an  end  to  the  system, 
end  thus  to  eniicipatc  by  two  years  the  period  originally 
fixed  by  the  BritJah  Parliament.  Demerara  may  now  be 
added.  The  Court  of  Policy  had  before  it,  at  the  time 
of  the  laet  edvioee,  a  law  for  terminating  the  apprentice- 
ship  syetem  there  on  the  lat  of  August,  and  which, 
it  was  aniitipat^d,  would  pass  without  any  considerable 
oppoaitiuo. 

—  The  final  emancipation  of  the  negro  apprentices 
was  eelsbrated  by  a  nuroeroua  and  highly  respectable 
meeting,  held  on  Wednesday  evening  at  Birniingliaaa,  on 
the  subjret  of  negro  emancipetion.  Eloquent  apeeekre 
were  delivered  by  Mr  O'Connell,  Dr  Limhingtcm,  Mr 
Bturge,  Ac.  It  was  a  proud  tfid  glorioul  ofwitea  for 
the  mends  of  freedoou 


—  On  Thursday  the  foundation  for  (he  etatue  of  Dr 
Johnson,  intended  to  be  erected  in  the  market  plane, 
Lichfield,  waa  laid  with  appropriate  eereroooiee  by  the 
Rev.  Chancellor  Law.  The  statue,  whieh  is  eompieied, 
is  reckoned  an  excellent  likenese,  and  will  stand  in  such 
a  position  to  be  seen  from  the  furtherest  extremity  of 
Market  street.— IFofocrAamp/oa  Chronicle, 

—  A  oorreapondent  of  the  Sun^  who  dates  from  7 
Sackvillc  street,  states  that  as  be  was  walking  up  Gower 
street  on  Monday  afternoon  he  saw  some  dosena  of  youn|^ 
frogs  bopping  on  the  foot  and  carriage  pavements,  which 
he  conjeeturee  bad  been  preeipita^  to  the  earth  in  n 
heavy  sliower  which  had  fallen  about  an  hour  before,  as 
they  were  aeattered  to  a  considerable  distanee.  He  de¬ 
scribes  the  largest  of  the  frogs  as  nut  exceeding  half  an  iiveh 
in  length,  while  some  were  extremely  minute,  but  aU 
quite  lively. 

—  The  T^ne  Mercury  has  a  paragraph  of  delicioua 
news  for  the  quack-philosophers  of  what  is  called  the 
Biitisli  Association.  It  runs  thus  :—**  We  understand 
that  Lord  Prudhoe  has  made  the  very  lilreral  offer  of  a 
present  of  four  fine  bucks,  from  his  park  in  Yorkshire, 
to  the  committee  for  conducting  the  entertainments  at 
the  ensuing  meeting  of  the  British  Associatiois  at  New¬ 
castle,  and  that  many  other  gentlemen  of  the  neighbour-, 
hood  have  offered  considerable  presents  of  game.  Amongst 
others,  we  bear  of  a  fine  wild  bull  from  the  Earl  of  Tan- 
kerville.  Their  example,  we  trust,  will  be  extensively 
followed.** 

—  The  publication  of  the  eleventh  volume  of  the 
despatches  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  was  suspended 
during  the  visit  of  Marshal  Soiilt.  The  Marahal  left 
England  on  Sunday,  aud  on  Monday  the  volume  was 
published. 

—  Encke’s  comet,  which  completes  its  revolution  in 
I’iOO  days,  will  be  visible  in  the  ensuing  autumn.  It 
will  bo  ill  its  perihelion,  or  part  of  Its  orbit  nearest  the 
sun,  on  15th  IX^cembcr,  end  about  the  same  period  it 
will  also  be  nearest  the  earth.  It  is,  saya  Monsieur 
Aragu,  a  vast  nebuloaiiy,  64,000  times  larger  in  volume 
than  the  earth  ;  yet  such  is  the  tenuity  of  its  substance, 
that  in  1705  Sir  William  Hersobel  was  able  to  diseern 
through  its  mass  a  star  of  the  twentieth  magnitude. 

—  Letters  from  Hull  mention  the  receipt  of  advices 
from  the  Greenland  fishery  by  a  vessel  arrived  there, 
having  on  board  seven  fish,  5,500  teals,  and  about  eighty 
tuns  of  oil.  The  fishery  appears  to  have  been  auccessful ; 
several  ships  belonging  to  Peterhead  are  reported  to  have 
from  160  to  160  tons  of  oil  each. 

—  A  fair  estimate  of  the  state  of  employment  at  Leeds 
may  be  derived  from  the  fact,  that  of  160  indtviduab 
lately  employed  there  in  stone-breaking,  the  number 
now  does  not  exceed  16,  the  remainder  having  obtained 
more  profitable  labour. 

SUMMER  ASSIZES. 

DERBY,  July  31. 

The  Queen  on  the  Peocecutiox  or  Camfiov 
AND  OTUEaa  V.  the  Maiiuuj8  or  Waterfobo  and 
Otubre. — The  iiulicUoent  charged  Uie  defeadants,  the 
Mariiuia  of  Vyaterfurd,  hir  F.  Johaatoiie,  Bart.,  the  Hon. 
Charles  H.  Yilliers,  and  Edw.  H,  Beyoard,  Ksq.,  with  hav¬ 
ing  ('ominitted  a  riot  at  Melton  Mowbray,  oa  the  6tli  of 
April.  1837  {  and  in  a  second  count,  it  charged  them  with  an 
assault  upon  certain  constables  and  watchmen,  when  it  the 
execution  o  Uheir  duty  t  and  in  a  third  count,  it  otiarged 
them  with  the  oommissiun  of  a  common  aesault— Mr  Baigay, 
in  opening  Uie  case  to  the  jury  on  the  part  of  the  Crown, 
stated  that  the  circumstances  out  of  which  the  prosecution 
had  arisen  bjok  place  in  the  month  of  April,  1837.  At  the 
following  Midsuminer  seaaioas  the  present  indictment  was 
preferred,  and  found  by  the  grand  jury.  Both  parties  being 
anxious  to  have  it  removed  into  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench, 
a  certiorari  was  sued  out,  but  the  delay  occasioned  this 
proceeding  rendered  it  im|)osaible  to  have  the  case  tried  at 
the  ensuing  stunmer  assixea.  It  was  expected,  however, 
that  it  would  come  on  at  the  following  H|Nring  nssiaes,  but 
the  parties  who  instituted  the  prosecution,  liaving  in  the 
mean  time  received  soniethiiig  in  the  way  of  compensation, 
took  no  steps  in  the  matter,  and  consequently  a  represaatw* 
tion  on  the  subjoct  was  made  to  the  Government,  who  fislt  it 
to  be  their  duty  to  carry  on  the  prosecution,  in  oHer  to  pre¬ 
vent  its  being  said  that  the  defendants  had  got  off  because 
they  were  persons  of  wealth  and  station ;  whereas,  if  they 
were  men  in  an  humble  rank  of  life,  they  would  have  been' 
prosecuted  aud  puaished  for  transgressing  the  law  ia  the 
manner  in  which  the  defeiidanta  had  tranagreased  h.  The' 
learned  connsel  then  piot^eeded  to  state  an  outline  of  the 
evidence  which  he  proposed  to  adduce.— Two  wntehmen, 
three  constables,  and  two  tradesmen  of  the  town  of  Melton, 
were  then  severally  cAlled  and  examined.  Their  evidence 
was  to  the  following  effect  t — At  ahont  half-past  two  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  8th  of  April  (the  Mh  being  the  first 
day  (d'Cmxton-park  races),  six  gentlemen,  one  of  whom  waa 
the  Marrpiis  of  Waterfora,  proceeded  through  the  streets  nf 
Melton  making  a  noise,  and  came  up  to  the  watchmen  on 
duty  in  the  market-place.  The  Marquis  chuUauted  each 
the  watchmen  to  Jif^hti  which,  however,  they  declined,  alleg¬ 
ing  that  it  was  their  business  not  to  fight,  but  to  prevent 
halting.  They  tiled  to  force  the  staft’  from  one  of  tho 
watchmen,  hut  failed,  and  they  then  pained  on.  Hsffaig  a 
caravan  with  a  man  in  it  standing  ia  me  street  (hey  enden- 
Toured  to  ceiMiae  it,  and  lifted  up  one  of  the  wheels  ha^~u. 
yard  from  the  s^ound  f  hut  the  wiNcIiiimhi  held  it  on  the 
other  side,  ana  prevented  it  from  being  upset  Thf  Marqnia 
and  his  compenmna  then  passed  on,  and,  seeing  a  woman 
drawing  water  for  brewing,  thqf  upeet  the  pails  as  fast  us 
she  filled  them.  After  that  they  passed  on  to  Lord  Rokeby's 
house  and  went  in.  After  a  little  time  they  came  out  agam, 
and  Lord  Waterford  was  snea  standing  on  the  beck  of  ere 
ofhis  cmapaoions  and  throwing  down  the  ffemtr  puts  (hat 
stood  outside  tlie  window  of  a  tradesman’s  heuM.  Tiie 
owner  of  the  heosm  whose  name  was  Bishop,  called  out  to 
a  watchmao*  nameii  Barnee,  to  do  his  duty,  upon  which  tie 
watrhmaa  went  up  to  tlie  gentlmnea  amd  tidd  thorn  that  am  li 
goiogs  on  could  nut  be  allowed.

IIm  roaatabie  aakl,  there  must  be  an  order  from  a  magis¬ 
trate  of  that  oonntT*  The  gentles^  thea  knotted  tkt  com- 
atmbU  domuf  took  (Ic  hey*  of  the  bridewell  from  hm,  and  car¬ 
ried  ^  tkeir/riemdf  Captain  Heunardf  in  triumph  on  tketr 
Mkotjaera.  They  afterwards  orfered  to  treat  the  eonetabiee 
to  pwnck  in  the  market-place,  which  offer,  however,  was  de¬ 
clined.  Break  of  day  at  length  put  an  to  the  disturb¬ 
ance.  The  four  defendants  were  clearly  identified  as  taking 
an  active  pm-t  in  the  proceedings.  The  officers  all  admitted 
having  received  satisfaction  for  the  outrage  offered  to  them. 
—Mr  Seijeaut  Gouibnrn,  for  the  defendants,  complained  of 
tide  etale  proeecution  having  been  taken  up  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  merely  for  the  purpooe  of  lowering  the  arietocracy  in 
the  opinion  of  the  public.  Here  was  the  Marquis  of  Water¬ 
ford,  a  young  nobleman  just  left  Eton,  and  other  young  men 
of  high  blood,  who  were  sowing  their  wild  oate,  committed 
this  frolic,  and  afterwards  compeasated  the  officers  for  hav¬ 
ing  paint^  their  faces.  This  was  a  year  and  a  half  ago. 
The  proceedings  were  dropped ;  but  upon  the  instigation 
of  some  low  ana  meUignant  person,  the  Government,  forsooth, 
mnst  take  up  the  matter,  and  convert  it  into  a  state  prosecu¬ 
tion.  Accordingly,  down  came  Mr  Maule,  the  solicitor  to 
the  Treasury,  to  saperintend  this  mighty  case ;  and  thers 
was  hb  learned  friend,  Mr  Balguv,  Queen's  counsel,  to  con¬ 
duct  it,  assisted  hy  Mr  Hill  and  Mr  Waddington.  He  was 
really  surprised  that  tiiis  magnanimous  Government  had 
overlooked  the  opportunity  of  prosecuting  the  noble  Marquis 
on  a  former  occasion,  when  his  lordship,  having  gone  down 
to  Eton  in  bb  cab,  succeeded  in  carrying  away  the  ilo}^ng- 
block  from  Dr  Hawtrey.  (laughter.)  The  Marquis,  no 
doubt,  had  an  old  grudge  against  the  flogging-hlock ;  ^  had 
painful  recoi  lections  connected  with  it :  it  was  a  subject  on 
which  he  felt  sore.  (Great  laughter.)  Only  think  what  a 
magnificent  occasion  this  would  have  afforded  for  this  im- 
paraal  Government  to  institute  a  state  prosecution,  (l^ngh- 
ter.)  The  learned  aerjeant  proceeded  to  ridicule  the  idea  of 
magnifying  this  foolbh  frolic  into  a  riot,  and  contended  that 
there  was  no  ground  for  even  cliarging  the  defendants  with 
atsanhing  the  officers  in  the  execution  of  theb  duty,  because 
fie  coBstables,  not  having  seen  any  assault  upon  the  watch¬ 
man,  but  mistaking  the  red  paint  on  hb  face  for  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  blood,  were  not  justified  in  law  in  taking  Captain 
Reynard  into  custody ;  and,  consequently,  what  the  otlier 
defendants  did  to  release  him  from  custody  could  not  be  held 
to  ^  aa  assault  upon  those  constables  in  the  execution  of 
their  dnty.  He  admitted  that,  so  far  as  regarded  Lord 
Waterfora  and  Sir  Frederick  Johnstone,  a  common  assault 
was  proved  against  them ;  hut  he  confidently  submitted  that 
the  verdbt  of  the  jury  would  be  limited,  to  that  extent — 
Lord  Chbf  Justkre  Tindal  having  explained  Uie  law  of  riot 
as  laid  down  in  the  book^and  summed  up  the  evidence  very 
raiaately,— the  Jury  retired  fi»r  shout  twenty  minutes,  and 
then  returned  a  veriitet  of  Guilty  against  aH  the  defendants, 
hut  only  on  the  count  of*  a  common  assanit— Mr  Seijeant 
Goulbum  then  applied  to  the  learned  Judge  to  pronounce 
sentence  at  once,  a*  the  defendant*  were  osdy  convicted  uf  a 
common  assault— Hb  Lordship  immediately  adjudged  that 
the  defendants  ( none  of  whom  were  present)  should  pays 
fine  of  19^  eacn  to  the  Queen,  and  he  imprisoned  until  such 
fine  he  paid.— The  Court  was  crowded  to  suffocation  during 
the  trial,  which  seemed  to  exe'ite  the  most  lively  interest.

BowlbT  V.  Heewamaic.— Thb  was  an  indictment  on 
tha  proaecutioa  of  Mr  Ruasell  Bowlby  against  Mr  John 
Hamamaa,  aditor  and  propHstor  of  tha  Newcastle  Journal, 
far  a  libel.  Tha  Ubal  la  quaation  was  tha  suldect  of  an  ap> 
plieatma  (raported  in  this  journal  at  the  Um^  to  the  Court 
of  Queen's  Bench  for  a  criminal  information,  which  was  re- 
fused;  and  it  charged  Mr  Bowlhy  with  being  an  Athebt,  a 
pemoo  without  a  God. — After  a  considerable  delay,  during 
which  tha  counsel  on  both  sides  wsre  in  ooosuUation,  Mr 
Btarlua,  for  ths  prosecution,  rose,  and  aaid  that  ha  thought 
it  wuold  not  be  aueessary  to  troupla  hb  lordship  or  the  jury 
with  the  further  ooosidmtioa  of  the  case,  as  he  uadarstood 
the  conasal  oa  tha  other  side  were  iastroeted  to  retract  the 
imputatioa  against  Mr  Bowlby. — Mr  Dnndas  then  rose,  and 
aakd :  On  tha  part  of  Mr  Hemaman,  who  b  the  editor  of  tbb 
paper,  I  hare  no  hesitation  in  aayiag  that  ha  regrets  ex¬ 
tremely  the  paragraph  m  question  aisd  iband  its  way  into  the 
paper  at  all.

deavour  to  swallow  aomethioip  At  thb  moment  Sergaant 
Nicholas  fortunately  came  to  hb  aasbtaace,  and  he  fSmith) 
instantiy  seized  the  pr’isoaer  by  the  thrust,  and  on  doing  so 
felt  that  he  had  aomething  of  a  hard  sabataaee  some  distance 
down  hb  gullei.  By  the  prasenra  of  hb  fingera  and  tbomb 
be  however  forced  the  aub^nce  upwards,  until  at  length  ha 
shook  the  ring  then  prodacud  from  the  prisoner**  mouth. 
(The  ring  wa*  here  haodad  to  tha  bench,  and  b  of  the  most 
beautiful  description.  It  li  compmed  of  pure  gold,  set 
with  a  large  emerald,  eodrcbd  with  dbmonds  of  a  su¬ 
perior  water,  and  b  of  the  rains  of  at  least  fifty  guineas.) 
The  witness,  in  enntinuaCton,  said  that  after  much  difficulty 
be,  with  the  assistance  of  the  sergeant,  took  the  prboner  to 
the  station-honse,  and  sabsermently  apprehended  the  fcinale 
prisoners  at  the  house  of  Mrs  Budo,  whose  husband  is  a 
policeman,  in  Arbour  ^uare.— Sergeant  Nicholas  corrobo¬ 
rated  the  toutimoi^  of  the  last  witness,  and  added,  tl^  on 
questioning  the  female  Carrbk  (who  is  mother  of  Mrs 
Budd),  she  acknowledged  being  in  the  company  of  Ber¬ 
trand,  who  she  said  was  an  old  shipmate  of  her  husband, 
but  denied  that  he  had  given  her  any  property. — A  female 
who  searched  the  prisoners  Garrick,  Budd,  and  Wright  at 
the  station-house,  produced  a  ring-case  which  she  found  in 
the  pocket  of  Garrick,  and  which  contained  the  snap  of  an 
earring,  both  being  part  of  the  stolen  properly.— Inspector 
Rutt  said  he  wae  at  the  Mile  end  statioQ.houfe  when  the 
prisoner  Bertrand  was  brought  there.  He  was  about  three 
parts  drunk  at  the  time,  and  was  in  a  state  of  desperate  ex¬ 
citement,  and  very  rio'ent,  so  that  it  required  considerable 
force  to  control  him.  On  becoming  a  little  more  composed, 
he  requested  to  be  allowed  to  take  a  quid  of  tobacco,  and 
instantly  drew  some  from  hb  pockety  and  put  it  into  bb 
mouth.  He  (Rutt)  perceiving  that  immediately  after  thb 
he  attempted  to  swallow  something,  instantly  caught  him 
by  the  throat,  and  removed  from  his  jaws  the  valuable  ear¬ 
ring  drop  of  gold,  emeralds,  and  dbmonds  he  then  produced. 
On  searching  his  jacket-pockets  he  also  found,  amidst  some 
loose  tobacco,  several  valuable  portions  of  the  stolen  pro¬ 
perty,  as  well  as  three  duplicates ;  the  one  for  a  gold  watch 
for  'IL,  the  other  for  a  buckle  and  ear-drop  for  SOs.,  and  the 
third  for  a  pair  of  bracelets  for  20*.,  all  of  which  were  stolen, 
and  had  been  pledged  on  that  day.  On  the  prboner’*  way 
to  the  office  that  morning  he  acknowledged  that  he  had 
taken  the  property,  that  he  was  drunk  at  the  time,  and  did 
not  wbh  to  implicate  any  person  but  himself  in  the  transac¬ 
tion,  and  added,  he  knew  he  roust  suffer  for  it.— Police- 
sergeant,  K  5,  produced  a  beautiful  emerald  which  had 
fallen  from  its  setting  in  one  of  the  earrings,  which  the 
male  prisoner  attempted  to  swallow,  and  it  was  strongly 
suspected  he  had  succeeded  in  swallowing  the  fellow  to  it, 
aa  well  as  an  earring  drop  similar  to  the  one  produced  by  In¬ 
spector  Rutt,  both  of  which  were  worth  at  least  sixty  guineas.

The  prisoner  subse¬ 
quently  returned  and  pledged  a  buckle  and  snap  for  H.  10s., 
aad  at  about  four  o'clock  oa  the  same  evening,  on  seeing  tke 
prisoner  going  along  John  street,  he  by  the  advice  of*  bb 
master  pointed  him  out  to  Smith,  the  policeman,  who  appre¬ 
hended  him. — In  reply  to  the  questions  of  Mr  Pelham,  the 
witness  said  that  tne  prisoners  Garrick  and  Budd  came  to 
the  shop  as  Bertrand  was  going  out,  after  pledging  the 
brooch,  and  the  latter  asked  them  to  go  and  have  something 
to  drink  with  him.  and  he  felt  satis^d  their  meeting  waa 
accidental.  They  both  came  back  to  the  shop  with  Bertrand, 
when  Mrs  Budd  released  a  watch  from  pledge,  and  Bertrand 
pledged  the  buckb  and  snap  he  before  spoke  otj  but  he  be¬ 
lieved  the  females  were  not  aware  of  what  be  did  pawn.— The 
prboners  Bertrand  and  Garrick  were  remanded,  and  Budd 
and  Wright  dbcharged.

Exte  AORonr  ARY  Charge.— On  Thursday  John  Welsh, 
an  elderly  man,  dressed  as  a  bricklayer,  attended  at  thb  office 
with  a  police-sergeant  of  the  B  division,  to  solicit  the  inagis- 
trate's  assistance  under  the  following  extraordinary  circum¬ 
stances Applicant  said  tlmt  between  five  and  six  yeaia 
^o  hb  son,  a  lad  17  years  of  age,  was  in  the  habit  of  spend¬ 
ing  his  evenings  occasionally  at  the  Robin  Hood,  Church 
street,  St  GilesTk  On  the  New  Year's  night,  five  years  ago, 
there  was  what  was  termed  a  convivial  or  harmonic  meeting 
at  thb  house.

On  a  sudden  he  turned  round,  and  grasping  applicant's 
son  by  the  hair,  forced  the  pipe  through  the  youu’s  eye  right 
into  the  brain.  Ha  ran  out  before  this  biutal  outrage  was 
well  discovered,  and  escaped.
